B e r l in , June i i .—A fearful accident 
is reported from Switzerland. A rail­ 
road bridge aeross the Moenichen, a 
small affluent of the Rhine, at Stein, in 
the canton of Basel, not far from Ger­ 
many, gave way Sunday under the 
weight of an excursion train, crowded 
with throngs of people. 
The 
long train 
was 
crowded 
with people on the way to attend 
a musical fete. 
Sixty persons were 
killed outright while hundreds were 
injured. Two engines and the first car 
plunged into the river and all the pas­ 
sengers in the car were drowned. Two 
cars remained suspended 
from 
the 
bridge. All the trainnmen were killed. 
Thirteen cars were saved. The musical 
fete at Muenchenstcin was abandoned 
as soon as the news of the accident ar­ 
rived, and hundreds of villagers hur­ 
ried to the scene to assist in rescuing 
the victims. The bridge was an iron 
skeleton structure 
which was con­ 
sidered well built and substantial The 
only apparent reason for the collapse 
of the bridge is that the train left the 
rails and threw its entire weight on 
one side of the bridge. 
The gorge was about SO feet deep 
and the w ater was deep and swift. 
The 
engines 
and 
car 
were 
en­ 
tirely 
submerged 
and none 
of 
the passengers 
or 
trainmen 
were 
able 
to 
escape. 
The bodies 
of 
these 
victims 
remained 
a 
long 
time in the water before being reached 
b u t finally the car, which was badly 
crushed and splintered, was torn apart 
and the victims penned within released. 
Of the remaining cars all were more 
or less damaged, the forward one 
being almost suspended over the tor­ 
rent below, having been thrown off its 
trucks and lying almost crosswise of 
the track. 
All the others were de­ 
railed and not a passenger escaped 
without 
some 
injury. 
At 
least 
a 
hundred 
were 
badly hurt and 
of these several, it is feared, will die. 
The dead and wounded were taken to 
Stein. The calamity has stricken the 
people with horror. 
Relief trains with 
surgeons have been sent to the scene 
of the accident.

Th* N ational Em blem W ill Contain Forty- 
F our Stars A fter Ju ly 4. 
W a sh in g to n , June 15.—Another star 
will glitter in the national flag July 4. 
This is not because of any recent ad­ 
mission to statehood, for there has 
been none. 
But the law requires that 
the admission of a new state shall be 
signalized in the national 
banner 
from the independence day following 
the admission. The new btar which 
will find a place July 4 this yea* will 
stand for Wyoming. 
That vigorous 
young commonwealth came in after 
last Independence day by just a week or 
so. 
Idaho had been more lucky as the 
president had signed the bill admittinght 
the evening of J uly 3,so it has had its star 
all the year. With the one added for Wy­ 
oming the stars will number forty-four. 
It promises to be several years before 
any more territories are admitted into 
statehood, so that the emblem is not 
likely to undergo further change for 
some time to come. 
In 
unofficial 
flags the admission of Wyoming has 
been recognized by its extra star for 
nearly the year past, and the grouping 
of 
the 
stars 
has 
been 
ac­ 
cording to the indivual flag makers. 
It is left for the army emblem to fix 
the grouping according to the govern­ 
ment’s idea. This is done in the order 
just issued by the war departm ent as 
follows. 
“The field or union cf the national flag In use 
In the army will, on and after July 4, 1891, con 
Bist of forty-four stars in six rows, the upper 
and lower rows to have eight stars, and the 
second, third, fourth and flfih rows seven stars 
•ach in a blue field.” 
Every flag floating as the sign of au­ 
thority of the national government 
will henceforth conform to this order. 
The flags with less than forty-four 
stars and with the old grouping will 
not be at once condemned, for the gov­ 
ernm ent does not go to that extrava­ 
gance. But as the new emblems are 
called for the new order will be ob­ 
served and the old flags will gradually 
disappear.

WANAMAKER 8 CONNECTION. 
Washington, June 15.—The report 
of the comptroller of the currency, Mr. 
Lacey, to the secretary of the treasury, 
upon the Keystone bank of Philadel­ 
phia, is made public. 
It is a very 
lengthy document, making forty pages 
of 
type-written 
matter. 
It 
states 
that 
his 
first information 
was a 
communication from Dank Examiner 
Drew dated January 24, in which he 
stated that the accounts of the bank 
showed a 
hitherto 
concealed debt 
to 
its 
late 
president, 
Lucas, 
of 
S<»00,OO \ 
which 
had 
been 
con­ 
cealed by manipulation of the ac­ 
counts 
for a 
series 
of years- by 
changing 
the 
accounts 
taken 
by 
Lucas to the general accounts of de­ 
positors and so altering the individual 
accounts on the ledger as to make tho 
aggregate credits tit the general ac­ 
count. 
This has been done with the 
connivance of Marsh, who was cashier 
during Lucas’ life time and who be­ 
came president at his death. 
The report of Examiner Drew showed 
that property of the Lucas estate valued 
at $225,00.) had been secured through 
the assistance of the United States 
district attorney, and that 
it was 
hoped more might be added to it. 
He added 
that 
the 
directors ex­ 
pressed a desire to raise $300,000 more 
to put into the hank. 
Ile also stated 
th at Marsh had promised Lucas on his 
deathbed to continue the deception in 
the assurance that profits from in­ 
vestments made by Lucas with the ab­ 
stracted funds would replace the entire 
am ount 
Comptroller Lacey states that he 
recognized that the responsibiMty was 
a grave one, but that he determined to 
delay because of promises that the 
amount would be made good by the di­ 
rectors, and that an immediate closing 
of 
the hank would proably cause 
a renewal of the serious financial, 
troubles 
and 
monetary 
stringency 
through which the country hud but re­ 
cently passed and produce wide-spread 
disaster. 
Nor could he have lawfully 
closed the bank, as it did not then ap­ 
pear that its capital was impaired. 
He hid entire confidence in Bank 
Examiner Drew, who was one of the 
oldest examiners, having served under 
Comptrollers Knox, Cannon, Trenholm 
and Lacey. 
Ile urged the examiner to 
complete his examination and present 
a rev ised statement of the condition of 
the bank. 
On February 18 he received this re­ 
port, wrhieh disclosed an impairment of 
capital of $125,000 hut did not indicate 
insolvency, as it still left the assets of 
the bank $ %75,000. 
The r»*port stated 
that the examiner was not fully satis­ 
fied with the course of Marsh and that 
he had for a day or two been forced to 
entertain suspicions of him. 
It stated 
that a committee of the directors would 
shortly visit tho comptroller. 
The comptroller on March 2 received 
a final ami formal itemized report of 
the condition of the bank and then 
levied an assessment of $250,000 on the 
association to make good the impair­ 
ment of the capital, announcing that 
unless it was met a receiver would be 
appointed. A committee from the bank 
had in the meantime assured the comp­ 
troller that this would be met within 
one week. 
On March 14 the examiner reported 
that none of the amount had been paid 
in and that several of the directors 
elected in January bad failed to qualify 
and did not seem inclined to zeal­ 
ously cooperate. 
Ile had also been 
unable 
to 
supply 
the 
vacancies 
in the board of directors. 
He added 
that the city treasurer had endeavored 
to aid the bank as far as he properly 
could by putting in cheeks daily as far 
as possible to cover the next day’s 
drafts through other banks. 
To this Comptroller Lacey replied on 
March 17 that unless the payment of 
the larg r amount of the assessment 
was made in five days he would take 
peremptory 
action. 
On 
March 19 
Marsh visited 
the 
comptroller and 
after a statem ent from him the comp­ 
troller ordered the bank closed, 
lie 
also consulted the department of jus­ 
tice as to the arrest of Marsh, but was 
advised against it, as it was not thought 
a man who voluntarily confessed the 
Lucas de dication and made a trip to 
Washington to give details would at­ 
tem pt to flee. 
As to the delay in closing .the bank, 
had no power to do so until an im­ 
pairment of capital and failure to 
make the same good was shown, or he 
is satisfied of the insolvency of the 
bank. 
As 
soon as th s point was 
reached the bank was closed. 
He 
also refers 
again 
to 
the 
disas­ 
trous effect that an earlier action 
would have had on the general finances 
of the country in the unsettled condi­ 
tion following the financial troubles 
last winter. The delay in appointing 
a receiver was only such as was neces­ 
sary and usual in selecting a proper 
man for the position. 
The comptroller states very explicit 
ly that Mr. 
Wan .maker, 
although 
holding 2,500 shares of the bank which 
he had received from Lucas as pledged 
certificates, never directly or indirect­ 
ly suggested delay in closing the bank 
or appointment of a receiver, except in 
one telegram on April 2, in which he 
said that Marsh had indicated good 
progress in securing subscriptions, and 
that one day’s delay in the appoint­ 
ment of a receiver would be advisable 
Mr. Lacey says he should not be 
blamed for allowing Marsh to remain 
in 
office 
so 
long 
after his con 
fession. 
lie 
supposed 
that 
Drew 
and United States 
Attorney 
Read 
would 
do 
whatever 
was 
neces­ 
sary in the way of \ rosecutlug Marsh 
if circumstances warranted it. 
Mr. 
Lacey further says that Mr. Wan** 
maker never suggested delay in the ap- 
pointment of a receiver except to send 
him a telegraph April 29 saying that 
no harm would be done by delaying the 
appointment twenty-four hours longer. 
Ile closes by saying that Dank Ex­ 
aminer Drew’s several reports did not, 
in his opinion, reflect the true condi­ 
tion of the bank, and that he has been 
suspended until a fair and impartial 
Investigation of his course can be made.

ters. Because of tile controversies th rough- 
o u t C hristendom th e a ir is now like an 
A n g u st afternoon about 5 o ’clock, w hen it 
has been steam ing hot all day, am i clouds 
are g athering, and tile re are lions of th u n ­ 
der w ith g ru m b lin g voices and flashing 
eyes com ing forth from th e ir cloudy lairs, 
and people are w aiting for th e full b u rst of 
th e tem pest. 
I am not m uch of a w eather 
prophet, b u t th e clouds look to me m ostly 
like w ind clouds. 
It m ay be a big blow, 
b u t I hope it w ill soon be over. 
In regard 
to th e B attle of th e Creeds, I am every day 
asked w hat I th in k ab o u t it. 
I w ant to 
m ake it so plain ib is m orning w hat I th in k 
th a t no one w ill ever ask again. 
L et those w ho are ju ry m en in th e case— 
I m ean those w ho in th e different ecclesi­ 
astical courts have th e questions p u t d i­ 
rectly before th em —weigh and decide. Let 
th e rest of us keep out. 
The m ost dam ­ 
aging th in g on earth is religious contro­ 
versy. 
No one ever com es o u t of it as good 
a m an as he goes In. 
Som eof the m inisters launched iu th e thickest fog th a t ever set- 
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in all denom inations w ho before the pres­ 
en t acerbity w ere good and kind and use­ 
ful, now seem a1 m ast 
sw earing 
mad. 
These brethren I notice alw ays open th e ir 
violent m eetings w ith prayer before d e­ 
vouring each o th er, th u s saying grace be­ 
fore m eat. 
They have a m oral hydropho­ 
bia th a t m akes us th in k they have taken a 
dog by th e ears. 
They never read th e im ­ 
precatory Psalm s of David w ith such zest 
as since th e B riggs and N ew ton and Mac 
Q neary and B ridgm an and Brooks ques­ 
tions got in to full sw ing. 
May the ram s of 
the sheepfold soon have th e ir horns saw ed 
off! 
Before th e controversies are settled a 
good m any m inisters w ill, th ro u g h w h at 
they call lilieralism , be landed into prac­ 
tical infidelity, and others th ro u g h w hat 
they oall conservatism w ill sh rin k up iu to 
bigots tig h t and bard as Hie m um m ies of 
Egypt w hich got th ro u g h th e ir contro­ 
versies th ree thousand years ago. 
SATAN STIRRED IT UP. 
T his tro u b le th ro u g h o u t C hristendom 
w as directly inspired by Satan. 
Ile saw 
th a t too m uch good was being done. 
R e­ 
cru its w ere being gathered by hundreds of 
thousands to th e Gospel standard. 
T he 
victories for God and th e tru th w ere too 
near together. Too m any churches w ere 
being dedicated. Too m any m inisters w ere 
being ordained. 
Too m any philanthropies 
w ere being fostered. 
Too m any souls 
w ere being saved. 
It hod lieen a d u ll tim e 
in th e nether w orld, and tike arriv als w ere 
too few. 
So S atan one day rose upon his 
th ro n e and said, “ Ye pow ers of darkness, 
hear!” A lai all up and dow n th e caverns 
th e cry was, “ Hear!

D ivert them from th e w ork of m issions 
and get them in an g ry convention in a 
room a t Y oung's hotel, Boston, and by th e 
tim e they ad jo u rn th e canso of foreign 
m issions w ill bo gloriously and m agnifi­ 
cently injured. 
Di&bolus th e Youngest 
You go up and get U nion Theological 
S em inary of New Y ork and tho general 
assem bly of th e P resbyterian church at 
D etroit a t sw ords’ points and diverted from 
th e w ork of m aking earnest m inisters of 
religion, and tu rn th a t old Presbyterian 
church, w hich has been keeping u s o u t of 
custom ers for hundreds of years, into a 
splendid pandem onium on a sm all scale. 
A baddon tim Third! 
You go up and as­ 
s a u lt th a t old Episcopal church, w hich has 
been storm ing th e heavens for centuries 
w ith th e snblim ast prayers th a t were ever 
u ttered —church of Bishop I Leighton, Bish 
op W hite am i BLshop Mel I value, and get 
th a t denom ination discussing m en instead 
of discussing tim eternities. 
A! tad don the 
F ourth! 
You go up to th a t old M ethodist 
church, w hich has, th rough iter revivals, 
sen t m illions to heaven which we would 
otherw ise have ad d ed to o u r population; 
th e church of W esley and M atthew Sim p 
son, ag ain st tfrhich we have an especial 
grudge, am i g et them so absorbed in dis 
cussing w hether wom en shall ta k e p a rt In 
her conference th a t they shall not have so 
m uch tim e to discuss bow m any sons and 
d au g h ters she w ill tak e to glory.** 
W h a t am azes m e m ost is th a t all people 
do not sec th a t th e entire m ovem ent a t this 
tim e all over C hristendom is satanic. M any 
of th e in fern al a ttac k s are sly and hidden 
and strategic an d so ingenious th a t they 
are n o t easily discovered. 
B u t here is a 
bold and uncovered a ttem p t of th e powers 
of darkness to sp lit up th e churches, to get 
m inisters to tak e each o th er Ivy th e th ro at, 
to m ake religion a laughing stock of earth 
and hell, to leave the Bible w ith no more 
respect or au t henticity th a n an old alm anac 
of 1822, which told w hat w ould be th e 
change of weatiker six m onths ahead and 
in w hat q u arte r of tile m outh it is best to 
plant turnips. 
In a word, th e effort is to 
stop th e evangelisation of th e w orld.

In a little w hile it 
w ill be too late. 
Come for God’s sake! 
Com e rig h t aw ay!” “ N o,” says th e doctor, 
“ n o t u n til we have settled w hether th e 
— d irtn j ob th a t to p tfeelf .woo rig h tly 


tied on th e coasts. As I am told th a t in all 
o u r services stu d en ts of Princeton and U n­ 
ion and Drew and oilier theological sem i­ 
naries are present, and as these w ords will 
come to thousands of young m en who are 
soon to en ter th e m inistry, let me say to 
such and th ro u g h them to th e ir associates, 
keep o u t of th e bew ildering, belittling, de­ 
stroying and angry controversies abroad. 
The q u e s tio n s o u r d o c to rs of d iv in ity are 
try in g to s e tt le w ill n o t !k* s e ttle d u n til th e 
day a f te r th e day o f ju d g m e n t. 
It is su c h 
a poor econom y of tim e to spend years and 
years iii try in g to fa th o m tile u n f a th o m a ­ 
b le, w h e n in five m inutes in h e a v e n w e w ill 
k n o w all we w a n t to k n o w . 
W ait till we 
get our throne. 
W ait u n til Hie light of 
etern ity fla sh e s upon c u r new ly ascended 
spirits. 
It is useless for an ts on different 
Bides of a m ole iii ll to try to discuss the com ­ 
parative heights of M ount B lanc and M ount 
W ashington. L et m e say to all young m en 
ab out to en ter th e m inistry th a t soon th e 
greatest novelty in th e w orld will lie the 
unad u lterated religion of Jesu s C iirist. 
Preach th a t and you w ill have a crowd. 
The w orld is sick to reg u rg itatio n w ith the 
m odern quacks in religion. The w orld has 
been sw inging off from tile old Gospel, lint 
it w ill sw ing back, and by th e tim e you 
yonng m en go into th e pulpits th e cry will 
be com ing up from all tho m illions of m an 
kind, “ Give us tile bread of life; no sw eet­ 
ened bread, no bread w ith sickly raisins 
stuck here and there in to it, b u t old fash 
ioned bread as God o u r m other m ixed it 
and baked it!” 
You see, God knew os m uch w hen he 
m ade tile Bible as he know s now. 
Ho has 
not learned a singlo th in g in six thousand 
years. 
Ile knew a t tile s ta rt th a t th e h u ­ 
m an race w ould go w rong and w hat would 
bo tho best m eaus of its restoration and re 
dem ption.

w ork, b u t if ever such theological sem ina­ 
ries sh ill cease to prepare young m en for 
this plain Gospel advocacy and shall lie 
come m ere philosophical schools for guess 
ing about God and guessing ab out th e 
Bible and guessing about th e soul, they 
will cease th e ir usefulness, and young 
men, as In olden tim e, w hen they w ould 
study for th e Gospel m inistry, w ill put 
them selves under th e care of some intelli 
gen t and w arm hearted pastor and kneel 
w ith him in fam ily prayer a t tho parson 
age, and go w ith him into th e room of tile 
sick and th e dying, and see w hat victories 
th e grace of God can gain w hen th e couch 
of th e dying sain t is th e m arathon. 
VITAL RELIGION IS THE REMEDY. 
T h at is th e way th e m ighty m inisters of 
th e Gospel w ere m ade in olden tim es. 
Oh, 
for a great wave of revival to roll over our 
theological sem inaries and our pulpits and 
o u r churches am i o u r ecclesiastical c o u rts , 
and over all C hristendom ! T h at w ould lie 
th e end of controversy. 
W hile such a del­ 
uge w ould float th e ark of God higher and 
higher, it w ould p u t all th e hears and 
tigers and reptiles of raging ecclesiastic^m 
fifteen cubits under. 
Now, w hat is th e sim ple fact th a t you In 
th e pew and S abbath school class and re­ 
form atory association and we in tile p ul­ 
pits have to deal w ith? It I? this: T h at God 
has som ew here, and it m atters uot where, 
b u t som ew here, provided a great heaven, 
g reat for quietness for those w ho w ant 
quiet; great for vast assem blage for those 
who like m ultitudes; g reat for architecture 
for those who like architecture; g reat for 
beautiful landscape for those who like 
beautiful landscape; g reat for m usic for 
those who like m usic; g reat for processions 
for those who like arm ies on w hite horses, 
aud g rea t for an y th in g th a t one especially

death of Sumner Herrick came in a 
letter from Los Angeles. 
Says the 
writer: 
Mr. Herrick died very suddenly of 
heart disease Monday evening, May 
25. 
He took his evening meal as usu­ 
al w ith his fam ily, and afterward 
started up town with a friend to at 
tend a m eeting of the painters, and, 
when a short distance from home, he 
complained of a deathly suffocating 
feeling, and his friend put him upon 
a 
street 
car 
to 
go to 
the 
doctors 
office; 
and when 
he 
reached there, they were obliged to 
carry him to the elevator. He walked, 
however, from the elevator to the doc­ 
tor’s office by the aid of tw o men. The 
doctor immediately administered re 
storatives, but they did not have time 
to take effect, and he remarked to the 
doctor that “ if he were going to do 
anything for him, he must do it quick­ 
ly, as he knew he was dying.” 
A mo­ 
ment later, he breathed his last. 
‘Ile had been troubled somewhat 
with a similar sensation for two weeks 
previous, but had thought nothing se­ 
rious of it. 
“ The news nearly prostrated his 
much devoted wife. 
He also leaves 
two children—Harry

years and Florence aged seven, and 
one brother who had just recently 
recovered from a long severe illness.

When the writer was called, this field 
of the epidemic was in charge of three 
experienced physicians: Dr. Orms, of 
Panama Village, who was president of 
the Chautauqua County Medical Asso­ 
ciation, Dr. Andrews, who lived fur 
ther down the valley, and Dr. Wells 
who lived in Sugar Grove.

Your article in Thursday e\’enlng’s 
paper says “Captain W indsor general 
inspector of rifle practice, has not is­ 
sued any order for rifle practice as 
yet.” 
Permit me to say that it is not 
likely that Colonel Windso, general in­

moreover, are not issued by the gener­ 
al inspector, but are issued by the gov­ 
ernor through his chief of staff.The ar­ 
ticles referred to in your paper are as 
full of mistakes and misstatements as 
as articles of equal length could lie.

CRO PS SUFFER FOR RAIN. 


O bserver H e lm str e e t’s B u lletin on C on di­ 
tion* o f W h eat an d C orn. 


Observer Heirastreet's bulletin shows 
that the rainfall during the past week 
was purely local, and, although cov­ 
ering the greater portion of the state, 
yet the amount was wofully deficient 
to benefit crops in the sections where 
the drouth is most severe, covering 
the east central and eastern counties. 
Considering the state at large, the 
rainfall ave raged aliout one-sixth of 
an inch, and the heaviest weekly falls 
reported were all less than four-tenths 
of an inch. 
Light sprinkles of rain, 
barely measurable, predominated in 
the majority of the 
counties, 
but 
many localities report no rain at all, 
and in several sections of the eastern 
counties in the area embraced from 
Adams county northeastward to Door 
and eastYvard to Sheboygan counties, 
there has l>een no appreciable rainfall 
since the latter part of April. 
The 
crops in this area are in very poor con­ 
dition, much of the spring grain hav­ 
ing failed to germinate, and the hay 
crop is practically ruined, n ecessity 
ing the sale of cattle. 
The condition of crops in the south­ 
ern counties is by far the most favor­ 
able, promising good results and im­ 
proving rapidly since the heavy 
of last week. 
The damage by the wind and hail 
storm of last week was quite severe, 
and considerable replanting is neces­ 
sary in La Fayette and Green counties. 
In the western counties generally 
fair conditions are reported consider­ 
ing the untoward season. Better grain 
conditions obtain in the northwest
